IGHT with Alabama is the policy of selective cutting of timber now 

in effect with major lumber and paper interests in Alabama. 
bering under this system, ‘trees that will still make considerable additional 
growth are left. Planting of young trees in cut-over lands that do not re- 
spond to natural re-seeding is also being done. In cutting for paper pulp, 
progress has been made in the adoption of specifications which require that 
cutting be done in such manner that natural re-seeding and preparation of 


pulpwood timberlands will result. 


RIGHT, too, is the progress being made in the naval stores industry 
where each year fewer trees of sapling and pole size are chipped for sap. 
They will make additional growth and be available for other commercial 
use after having been worked for turpentine, or will be productive of gum 
for many more years than if chipped at too early an age. 


RIGHT is the great advancement made in forest fire protection. Prior 
to the beginning of the educational and supervisory work of the Commis- 
sion of Forestry of the State of Alabama in 1924,
